Chief of Bureau of Markets Saye That 
Size of Containers Varies in Differ- 
ent Localities 
Retailers Accused of 
" Repacking 
Boxes 
and 
Giving 
Con- 
sumer the Short End. 


Charles J. Brand, chief of the bureau 
of markets. 
United States department 
of agriculture, 
told the national 
con- 
ference on marketing 
and farm 
cred- 
its, in session in Chicago, that stand- 
ardization of farm products as to qual- 
ity and as to size and type of package 
is necessary as an accurate basis for 
price quotation. 
He said that accura- 
cy 
of standards 
in selling 
products 
means a smaller margin between the 
price paid by consumers and the price 
received 
by 
producers. 
He 
thought 
standardization of containers a proper 
subject 
for federal 
legislation, under 
the weights 
and measures 
power of 
the constitution. 
He said in part: 
"We never can have much progress 
' until the buyer and the seller are dis- 
cussing 
the commodity 
in the same 
terms, and that means that we must 
Lave grades and standards not only as 
to quality, but as to packages and con- 
tainers. 
In order to get an accurate 
Idea of the diversity which prevails in 
this latter regard C. T. More of the de- 
partment of agriculture 
has made a 
collection showing the size and types 
of packages and containers current in 
the trade. 
I assure Jou it Is a motley 
norde and is in itself a complete argu- 
ment for standardization. 
No Boxes the Same. 
"New York has one set of grape bas- 
kets, Michigan another and still other 
grape territories other kinds. 
Some of 
them look very much like others, but 
contain less. 
Such confusion furnishes 
endless 
opportunity 
for manipulation 
and even dishonesty. 
"In the case of strawberry boxes not 
only is there exceedingly great varia- 
tion In the cubic contents, but it is a 
common practice to repack from con- 
tainers of greater capacity to those of 
, less in distributing in and to the retail 
trade. 
Likewise with peaches. 
The 
successful commercial orchardlst packs 
bis peaches according to the size of the 
fruit, and often when he buys his own 
fruit.he finds that where he had pack- 
ed as high as thirty-si- x 
to forty-f- l ve in 
each four quart basket the retailer has 
repacked only nineteen to 
twenty-fiv- e 
peaches hi the same basket,

Many Millions 
Wilt 
Be Asked 


by Railroads and Miners. 


SMALL INDIVIDUALS ARE HIT 


No Record 
of Losses 
Inflicted

Some of the American interests iu 
Mexico which suffered heavy losses as 
a result of the revolutions are wonder- 
ing what course will be pursued iu ar- 
riving at a settlement of their claims. 
In a great number of instances it was 
impossible for the losers to prepare and 
file an inventory of their losses with 
the United States consul of their 
re- 
spective district, a requirement 
which, 
it is said, the government of General 
Carranza will demand as a preliminary 
basis for recognizing claims. 
It was recently stated that the South 
ern 
Tacific 
ruilroad of Mexico 
alone 
will present n claim for reimbursement 
of losses and damages to its property 
amounting 
to $12,000,000 gold. 
It Is 
expected that- - the minority stockhold- 
ers of the National Railways of Mexi- 
co, most of whom are Americans, will 
demand full payment for their pro rata 
of? losses to that system and that it 
will not be less than $13,000,000 gold.

railroad, which was out 
of commission for many months at a 
stretch on account of revolutionary
